PORTERVILLE — Eight 
years ago there wasn’t much 
except big talk in the vicinity of 
Henderson avenue and Highway 
65. Today there is multimillion 
dollar development on _ the 
ground, with more to come soon 
in the form of the Plaza 
Shopping center. 

Photos tell the story - the 
lower picture, taken in July of 
1964, showing the ground-level 
65 highway intersection with 
Henderson; one service station, 
and, at the far right, a bowling 
alley. Indiana street was not 
open from Grand to Henderson, 
and there were only scattered 
homes east of the proposed 
extension of Indiana. 

Top photo, taken in July, 
1972, shows three more service 
stations, G & W Chevrolet, 
United California bank, and 
Montgomery Ward between 
Freeway 65 and the now-open 
Indiana. In addition, a frontage 
street - Porter road - runs along 
the west side of the area, and 65 
highway is now up to Freeway 
standards with an overpass at 
Henderson. 

To the east of Indiana are 
three new churches - Trinity 
Lutheran, Church of the 
Nazarene and the Grand Avenue 
United Methodist (the latter 
under construction), the new 
Masonic lodge building plus 
many more homes, including the 
Environmental Investment 
company’s ultra-modern Village 
Green subdivision. 


As for Porterville Plaza future 
development, a building permit 
has been taken out for 
construction of a building just 
east of Porter road that will 
house the Straw Hat Pizza parlor 
(3,420 square feet) also another 
business in this building (1,800 
square feet). 

City of Porterville personnel

Fire Restrictions 
Are Now In Force 

PORTERVILLE — Extremely 
dry weather and dangerous fire 
conditions prompted Forest 
Supervisor Jim James to declare 
stringent fire restrictions on the 
Sequoia National forest, 
effective July 7. 

The Restricted Use order 
does not prohibit entry to the 
National Forest, but it does 
control the uses of fire and 
certain types of travel. 

Already this year 109 fires 


have occurred on the Forest, 


including three recent 
man-caused fires which required 
nearly one million dollars to 
suppress. Weather outlook 
indicates continuing hot, dry 
weather and the possibility is 
great for more damaging fires. 

Specifically, the restrictions 
are: 1. Travel: All off-road or 
off-trail vehicle travel on 
National Forest lands is 
prohibited, except that allowed 
by current contract or permit. 

2. Smoking: Smoking on 
National Forest lands is 
prohibited except in designated 
areas, in enclosed vehicles on 
roads, and at places of 
habitation. 

3. Open Fires: All open fires 
(including barbecues and similar 
equipment) on National Forest 
lands is prohibited except those 
within constructed fire places in 
designated Forest Service 
campgrounds. California 
Campfire Permits are still valid 
for gasoline, alcohol, or butane 
stoves, heaters, and _ lighting 
devices used in places-other than 
designated campgrounds, 
provided that such locations are 
open for use and not restricted 
by this order. 

4. Blasting and Welding: Such 
activities will be allowed for 
legal permittees and contractors, 
subject to stage shut-down 
requirements, and valid permits. 

Although James has no 
authority to place restrictions on 
private lands within or adjacent 
to the Sequoia National forest, 
he urges these private land 
Owners to initiate similar 
precautions. 

Areas excluded from this 


restricted use are the Mineral 


King area, designated camping 
areas, State, County and Park 
Service roads, and National 
Forest roads which are “through 


routes,” private lands and roads, - 


and National Forest contracts 
and permits which contain 
specific fire prevention 
precautions. 

Field corn, dry beans and 
milo are making good growth in 
the central valleys.

SUBJECT TO TAX 


AND REGISTRATION 


SACRAMENTO — State 
Board of Equalization Chairman 


- John W. Lynch has reminded 
‘ owners and operators of certain 


recreational-type motor vehicles. 
driven exclusively off highways 
that the vehicle must display an 
identification plate or device 
issued by the Department of 
Motor Vehicles. 

Persons owning and operating 
such vehicles should make 
application with DMV for an 
identification device and a 
Certificate of Ownership. 


Lynch said that in general the 
new law applies to such vehicles 
as trail bikes, dune buggies and 
all-terrain vehicles used for 
recreational purposes on public 
land and not otherwise licensed 
to use on public roads. 

DMV is required under the 
Vehicle Code to collect use tax 
from the applicant computed at 
5 percent of the sales price of 
any vehicle pruchased from a 
non-retailer on and after July 1, 
except if the applicant lives in 
Alameda, Contra Costa or San 
Francisco County, where the 
rate is 5% percent.

County Farmers Will Get $11, Million 
From Set-Aside Program During July 


VISALIA — Approximately 
44 farmers in Tulare county 
were scheduled to receive farm 
set-aside program payments 


‘totaling $111,092 during the 


first week of July, according to 
Paul Hamilton, county executive 
director for the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
service, who also says that by 
the end of the month, the total 
will be about $1,526,900 to 
farmers. 

Nationwide, approximately 
750,000 cotton, feed grain and 
wheat producers were mailed a 
total of $850 million in 
expedited preliminary payments 
in time for the checks to arrive 
in producers’ hands on July 1. 

Payments under the set-aside 
programs are made to farmers 
who agree to set aside part of 
their land from production in 
order to meet a_ national 
objective of balancing supply

Payments to producers are 
limited to $55,000 per person 
for each of three crops - feed 
grain, wheat, and cotton - under 
the Agricultural Act of 1970. 
Nationally total payments are 
expected to be about $3.7 
billion. Total 1972 farm 
set-aside program payments in 
Tulare county are expected to 
be about $12,642,000. 

Feed grain producers in the 
Nation ultimately will receive 
about $1.9 billion, cotton 
producers about $825 million, 
and wheat producers about $1 
billion. 

Preliminary payments to 
wheat producers are limited by 
law to 75 percent of final 
payments. Final wheat 
certificate payments. will be 
made after December 1. Feed 
grain and cotton farmers may or 
may-not get a final payment, 
depending on market conditions.
